Sen- 
ator Proctor elready has presented to 
them the desirability of fixing a day for 
a vote, and while many Senators have 
made no opposition to this proposition. 
only Senater Bailey thus far has ob- 
jected. The present indications are that

@ great length of time. 

Senators Penrose, Mitchell and Ftr- 
banks aré among those who will make 
speeches in support of the C. mese bill 
This measure will provoke no little 
controversy.

EXCLUSION BILL IMPRACTICABLE. 
TREASURY OFFICIAL TELLS WHY.

‘WASHINGTON, March 23.—(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Chinese Exclu- 
sion Bill, recently favorably reported 
in the Senate, is strongly opposed by 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Taylor, who has direct charge of im- 
migration and Chinese ma&atters.

CHILD'S DEAD BODY. 


Richard Albrecht Did Not Pass Out 
of Existence Alone—His Little Com- 
panion May Have Been His Son.

BRUNSWICK (Ga.) March 23.—The 
body of a boy who was last seen with 
Richard Albrecht, a New Brunswick 
(N. J.) hotel man drowfed in a creek 
on the Seaboard Air Line near here 
yesterday, was found today by search- 
ers within ten feet of the spot where 
Albrecht’s body was discovered. The 
body of the child was only partly sub- 
merged, as the water was only a few 
inches deep. The neck was broken, 
but there were no additional bruises. 
The body was brought to this city and 
embalmed, and awaits orders from New 
Brunswick. 

The child was 7 or 8 years old, and 
resembled Albrecht. It is now  be- 
lieved that both the child and the man, 
supposed to have been his father, were 
dead some days. March 4, the ‘two 
were seen between Thalman and Ever- 
itt City, going in the direction of Sa- 
vannah. It was learned today that 
they left Thalman on the afternoon of 
that day. and it is supposed that they 
reached the trestle where the bodies 
were found about dark. The theory is 
advanced that the boy fell from the 
trestie into the water, and Albrecht, 
attempting to save him, lost his own 
life. The bodies, however, were not 
beneath the trestle, but some twenty- 
five feet away. 

A ticket was found in Albrecht’s 
pocket, reading from Baltimore to 
Jacksonville. it is thought he came 
as far as Savannah, and then decided 
to go to New Brunswick, but by mis- 
take purchased a ticket to Brunswick, 
and did not discover his error until 
he reached Thalman.

If that be his feeling (and those who 
met him after this breakfast were of 
the opinion that it was certain thus to 
impress him) it certainly is the view 
here that in all the long list of cere- 
monies undertaken and carried out in 
honor of distinguished visitors of other 
days, there has been none comparable 
to this. There were some peculiar fea- 
tures characteristic of this entertain- 
ment. When the project was first sug- 
gested it seemed almost impossitne 
satisfactorily toearrange a list of men 
who would be deemed fairly well to 
represent the creative energies and 
greater activities that have made this 
a distinctively industrial era not only 
for the United States, but for the 
i'nited States in its relations with the 
rest of the world. 

No one knows, probably no one ever 
will know authoritatively, excepting 
those whofe right it was to know, who 
it was that decided upon the list. The 
presumption is that the decision rested 
in part, if not entirely, upon those 
who were recognized as the hosts, of 
whom Mr. Morgan was in fact, if not 
in name, the head. This group con- 
sisted, with one or two exceptions, of 
men who have been princes among 
the capitalists and financiers who have 
found the greater part of the means by 
which the larger undertakings of re- 
cent years have been made possfble. 
In the group of hosts was only one citi- 
zen who was exclusively a merchant, 
and only one other who was both mer- 
chant and manufacturer without being 
especially identified with the great 
work of finance, meaning, of course, 
Abram Hewitt. 

The desire was first to have a com- 
pany large enough fairly well to repre- 
sent the creative and directing energies 
of American industrial life, but not 
too large a company. For that reason 
the number was fixed upon at 100, and 
only eight of the number thus selected 
were compelled to decline for impera- 
tive personal reasons acceptances of 
Invitation, 

It is noticed that there was a larger 
proportion of inventors than repre- 
sentatives of anv other department of 
industry, and the effort was made to 
place in the list those whose inventions 
have changed, perfected the world’s 
course of indystry and manufacture,

Who in Southern California hase 
met heard of Zan Diego, the picturesque 
and placid little town which sits above 
_the placid bay of the same name in the 
southwest corner of the United States? 
In these days of nervousness and un- 
rest, no better place could be found for 
recuperation, by a busy and over- 
worked man than this same San Diego, 
which is almost as quiet and restful 
as it was 360 years ago, when Juan 
, Rodriguez Cabrillo, the navigator, first 
‘sailed into the bay. None of the bustle 
and worry of modern America disturbs 
‘the peaceful serenity of the City of Bay 
‘and Climate. Nor are its citizens wor- 
ried about problems of city government, 
which occupy so much of the time of 
‘leas peaceful communities. Under the 
beneficent rule and wise guidance of 
Brother Babcock and Sister Tingley 
the San Diegans are shielded from all 
‘these annoying troubles of civilized 
life. When they are in doubt about 
“anything, all they have to do is to ask 
‘Brother Babcock, who runs the big 
hotel, and Sister Tingley, who runs the 
‘operahouse, and to follow their ad- 
vice. It is like a big family qf more 
or less happy children, whose responsi- 
Dilities are all shouldered by their be- 
‘loved “pappy”’ and ‘“‘mammy.” Twice a 
@ay a train rolis into San Diego, over 
the branch that runs from Orange to 
National City and way stations, in- 
cluding Sah Diego, keeping the place 
thus, to a certain extent, in touch with 
the outside world. But citizens of San 
}Diego seldom permit their interest to 
stray beyond the confines of the terri- 
tory bounded by Spooktown on the 
north, Babcockville on the west, the 
_ Bweetwater dam on the east, and the 
Mexican customhouse on the south. 

It appears, however, that, even in 
this quiet and restful jumping-off place, 
some echoes of the active development 
that is going forward in Southern Cali- 
fornia have begun to penetrate, and to 
ereate ambitious thoughts in the 
breasts of some of the San Diegans. At 
Jeast we judge this from a column ad- 
vertisement of a real-estate firm which 
appears in a San Diego paper. The ad- 
vertiser, who says he was established 
jin 1870, and should, therefore, be old 
enough to know what he is talking 
‘about, advises investors and speculat- 
ors to “get in on the ground floor at 
Ban Diego early.” “Can't you see,” 
says he, “the hand of destiny? San 
‘Diego is the open door to the Orient, 
and investors now will be capitalists 
later. No less than 2700 miles are 
saved in encircling the globe by way 
jof this port, and three transcontinental 
roads are heading for this harbor.” 
Moreover, “the greatest real-estate 
beom that the world has ever known 
is now incubating at the Silver Gate.” 
‘Just think of it! ‘“‘The Congress of the 
‘United States and the War Depart- 
ment, as well as foreign lands, have 


their eye upon this point.” Which eye? | 


“San Diego does not depend for her 
commerce upon what she produces in 
her immediate vicinity as does (sic) 
‘the major.ty of other cities in the 
United States.” No, indeed! It would 
‘be pretty tough on the residents, of 
San Diego if she did. “She has 80,000,- 
000 of people back of her and hundreds 
of millions in front, and all must pass, 
together with her commerce, through 
_this land-locked harbor, best in the 
-world.” Ien't there danger of some- 
thing like an uncomfortable jam, when 
these 500,000,000 of people—not to men- 
tion the commerce—begin to #q 
in through the Silver Gate? 
- Now, as to the future. “San Diego 
realty, in three years, will sell at prices 
‘mow ranging at the ‘inland City of the 
Angels,’ and in ten years will pass her 
in population and wealth.” What will! 
‘pases us, the realty, or the prices? if 
‘business frontage in San Dicgo is to be 
iquoted at $2500 a front foot, in three 
‘years from now, it is certainly a splen- 
differous investment at present prices. 
We should think some of the San Die- 
igans would be apt to buy it themselves, 
‘But then, perhaps, they have not got 
the money. 
Now listen to this: 
“Only three harbors on the entire Pa- 
cific Coast where Oriental business 
can ever be done—Seattle, San 
Francisco and San Diego; none 
others can ever be built. Mil- 
lions have beén spent on ar- 
tificial harbors in foreign 
countries for ages back, 
and all have. proved 
failures.” 
This statement will come Iike a 
‘thunderclap out of a clear sky to the 
people of Los Angeles, who have been 
foolishly flattering themselves § that 
they are going to have a pretty good 
‘kind of a deep-water harbor at San Pe- 
dro. Now, just as we supposed that 
‘our troubles were at an end, and that 
ithe harbor would soon be an accom- 
plished fact, we get this more or less 
official notification from San Diego, 
that all artificial harbors ever con-

structed in the world have been fail- 
ures. It is too bad. But we must face 
the music iike men. Doubtle§s Mr. 
Burton—not to speak of Mr. Hepburn— 
will at ance take cognizance of this 
important announcement, and will pro- 
ceed to expunge from the Rivers and 
Harbors bilis all appro tions for 
the construction or improvement of ar- 
tificial harbors. 

It would really be too bad if San Di- 
ego should begin to take up the bustle 
of business activity. One of the most 
attractive and romantic points in the 
neighborhood of Los Angeles would 
thus be spoiled for eastern’ visitors. 
Tourists who come to Los Angeles are 
always advised to take in, among other 
places, Baldwin's ranch, Mt. Lowe, the 
Ostrich Farm, San Juan Capistrano, 
San Diego, and other picturesque sub- 
urban places, tributary to Los Angeles. 
With the introduction of modern ideas 
and methods, most of the charm which 
San Diego possesses for tourists would 
be lost.

ANAL PROSPECTS. 

The Hepbura bill, providing for the 
construction of the isthmian canal by 
the Nicaragua rcute, passed the House 
the 
present session. It is now pending in 
the Senate, and it has been agreed that 
a‘ter the oleomergarine and Chinese 


«exclusion bills shall have been dispos>d4 


of, the Hepburn bill shall occupy the 
position of unfinished business, and as 
such shall be cons'dered in the Senate 
from day to day, excepting when the 
regular appropriation biils are brought 
up, until disposed of. It is predicted 
that, under this programme, the Nica- 
ragua Canal Pill will come up in 
the Senate about May 1. The“debate 
is sure to be lively and somewhat 
prolonged, if not acrimonious, owing 
to the element of uncertainty, 
that has been projected into the tesue 
by reason of the offer of the Panam 
properties to the government for $40,- 
000,000. 

If the Senate had taken a vote on the 
Hepburn bill just after the House had 
passed it, the measure would undoubt- 
edly have passed the upper house by a 
very large majority. As the situaticr 
stands, the action of the Senate is prob- 
lematical. That the advocates of the 
Panama route have made considerable 
headway in influencing Senatorial opin- 
fon is beyond successful denial. It isa 
question which can only be determined 
by vote whether there is still in Me 
Senate a majority in favor of the Nica- 
ragua route. The revised recommenda- 
tion of the Isthmian Canal Commission 
in favor of Panama undoubtedly hii 
much weight both with Senators and 
Representatives. But the entire feasi- 
bility of the Nicaragua route was fu'ly 
established by the unanimous report . f 
the commission in its favor, prior to the 
Panama Canal Company's offer. This 
fact of the practicability of the Nica- 
ragua route being established beyon. 
successful refutation, there will be 
many Senators and Representatives 
who will prefer that route to ec. 
tering into any entanglements with 
the Panama scheme. There is prob- 
ably, therefore, a clear major'tiv 
in each house of Congress in 
favor of Nicaragua, and the prospects 
appear to be that the Hepburn bill will 
pass the Senate, without matertal 
amendment, if the question. be per- 
mitted to come to a vote. 

But threats have been made by some 
of the advocates of the Panama route 
that dilatory tactics will be resorted to 
in the Senate, if necessary; to prevent 
action on the question at this session. 
Under the wretched Senate rules, which 
prevent cloture, tils unworthy objéct 
might be accomplished if the enemies 
of Nicaragua ninke a determined fight 
against the bill. It remains to be secn 
whether such a fight will be made. if 
the friends of Nicaragua wili rally their 
forces and do a little energetic fighting 
on their own account they can probab'y 
win, although the Congressional ses- 
sicn, which is scheduled to close about 
the middle of June, might be prolonged 
somewhat beyond that date. 

The friends of Nicaragua would bet- 
ter keep Congress in session al! sum- 
mer than to allow an adjournment 
without definite action on the isthmian 
canal question. There is, without much 
doubt, a safe majority in both houses 
cf Congress in favor of building the 
isthmian waterway by the Nicaragua 
reute. This majority has an undoubteu 
right to enact the desired legislation. 
The people of the country, irrespective 
of political divisions, desire that the 
question of routes shall 
and that the beginning of work 
shall be authorized, before the ad- 
journment of the present session 
o* Congress. The wishes of thie 
people in this regard should be re- 
spected. The friends of the Nicaragua 
route should not permit themselves to 
be thwarted in their purpose by the 
minority, nor by a few filibusters. 
They should make a firm stand tor 
Nicaragua—the best and most practi- 
cable route—and should fight it out on 
that line if it takes all summer.

San Pedro-street Trolley Invades 
New  Territory—Operates Without 
Track or Current Conductor. 


A new extension of the San Pedro- 
street line of the Huntington electric 
railway sysiem was opened last even- 
ing, and the first car to make the trip 
Was the 92, which left the down- 
town terminus at 6:40 o'clock. . The 
extension over which the car ran ‘s 
south from Thirtieth street, acroas the 
Santa Monica branch of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. It is believed that 
no franchise has been granted for the 
operation of the line: the Southern Pa- 
cific, which is averse to having the 
Huntington syndicate place any more 
crossings over its right of way, did 
not know of the intention to operate 
the extension,’ and it will be news to 
Mr. Huntington to learn that one of 
the San Pedro-street car has run be- 
yond the established terminus at Thir- 
tieth street. 


It was ali on account of the dark- 
ness, the blinding rainstorm, and the 
fact that a new motorman and con- 
ductor were in charge of the car that 
the new line was opened. They did not 
know when they had reached the end 
of the track, but they learned when 
the car began to plow through the mud 
and to bump across the Southern Pa- 
cifle tracks.
